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TING IS SLATED for a three- 
week tour of Japan sometime 
around the end of the year. If all goes 
well, he will return having undergone 

an amazing transformation: from a 
blindingly bright championship pros- 
pect into one of the very best wrestlers 
the sport has ever seen. 

“T’m going to be touring Japan for 
All-Japan Pro Wrestling,”’ Sting told 
me, “and I’m approaching this tour with a lot of mixed 
feelings and a lot of goals.’’ 

Those goals, Sting explained, are threefold: 

@Sting would like to establish himself as a major star 
in the island nation; this is his first tour of Japan, and 
he’s anxious to make a good first impression. 

“Japanese wrestling fans are amazing, from what I’ve 
heard,”’ Sting said. “I don’t mean to downgrade Ameri- 
can fans, because the fans have 
always been great to me, and I 
love them dearly. But in Japan, 
wrestling has a different nation- 
al prominence than it does here 
in the States. It’s more like, 
say, baseball or football. Take 
the popularity of wrestling in 
the U.S. and multiply it by 
, about 10 or 20, and that’s what 
Sting you have in Japan. 

“Also, the Japanese fans are very discriminating,” 
Sting continued. “They'll boo a bad wrestler right off the 
island! It’s a tough group of fans to win over. If I can 
make a good impression on them, it will be very satisfying 
to me on a personal level. I think—I hope!—I’ve got the 
kind of personality and charisma that can transcend any 
language barrier. I guess V’ll find out pretty quickly 
whether I’m right or wrong!” 

@Sting would like to receive some title shots against 
men like All-Japan International champion Jumbo Tsuru- 
ta, and All-Japan United National champion Stan 
Hansen. 

“Tm not going over there with unreasonable expecta- 
tions,” Sting said. “It’s like entering a brand-new federa- 
tion; I have to establish myself first and climb up that 
ladder of contention. So I’m not looking for a nightly 
series of bouts against Tsuruta, for example. But on the 
other hand, I think I’m good enough that I ought to be 
able to get one or two title shots. After all, I’ve battled 
[NWA World champion Ric] Flair to the limit on plenty 
of occasions—that’s got to count for something. I hope 
that the All-Japan officials will look at my record in that 
respect and take that into account when considering title 
matchups during my tour there.”

@ Sting would like to test and ex- 
pand his own repertoire of skills 
against a brand-new crop of 
opponents. 

“There’s a different emphasis in Ja- 
pan than there is in the States. There’s 

more of a premium placed on aerial 
skills, on perpetual motion, on multi- 

faceted wrestling. In the States, it’s 
more a case of take a style, stick with 
it, and build on that one style. So you 
have a guy like Flair, a great all- 
around wrestler, who goes with a very defensive style of 
wrestling—often aided by outside interference, I might 
add. But he’s chosen-his style, and he’s sticking with it. 
And it’s been successful for him, that’s something you 
simply can’t deny. 

“But in picking that style,” Sting continued, ‘‘it forces 
Flair’s opponents to narrow their own styles. They wind 
up trying to hammer, hammer, hammer down Flair with 
their own two or three special moves. When they improve 
on those moves, Flair improves on his defenses, then they 
try to improve those moves to counter those defenses, and 
so on through the cycle. It’s like an electric drill: keep 
drilling constantly, and sooner or later you’re going to 
break through to the other side. 

“Tt makes sense, in a way, but the Japanese have a 
different philosophy,” Sting explained. “I think it’s more 
of a question where, instead of doing one thing to perfec- 
tion, one tries do many things very, very well. So you’re 
not attacking a man with incredible strength and power 
on just one front, you’re trying to wear him down in two 
or three—or six or seven—different ways. If aerial doesn’t 
work, go to the mat with pure science; shift to a brawl if 
you have to; diversify the attack. If you’ve ever read any 
military history, you’d know that a lot of this kind of 
difference in strategy and approach is similar to what you 
find when you analyze military battle strategies. It’s not a 
question of a right or wrong approach, it’s simply a 
different approach.” 

And that’s what’s going to transform Sting into one of 
the greatest the sport has ever seen: his willingness to test 
different ideas and, if they’re proven successful, assimilate 
them into his own personal style. There’s no better place 
in the wrestling world for a young man with all the tools 
of greatness at his disposal than Japan. A tour there 
means new challenges, new opponents, new experiences— 
and Sting is the kind of man who is eager to learn from 
those experiences. That’s all too rare in the sport today. 

“Tm not afraid of losing,” Sting said. “The only thing 
I’m afraid of is never having the chance to win. Just give 
me the chance, though, and I’ll take care of the rest.”

I watched Ronnie Garvin pin The Iron 
Sheik in a great match, but all I could think about 
was Brody. Carlos Colon made Hercules Ayala sub- 
mit to a figure-four leglock in a fire match, but all I 
could think about was Brody. Hurricane Castillo Jr. 
and Miguel Perez Jr. beat Dan Kroffat and Bobby 
Jaggers, but all I could think about was Brody. 
Finally, I gave in. I took a walk down to the locker 
room where “‘it’”” happened and took a look around. 
J saw the shower where the stabbing supposedly took 
place, but it didn’t look like anything had happened 
there. In fact, life has gone on in Bayamon. A 
woman is without her husband, a child is without 
his father, the world is without one of its greatest 
athletes, and life goes on. I wish there was a way we 
could’ve just stopped the world for a few minutes to 
mourn the passing of a great man, but it just can’t 
happen. I walked out of the stadium a depressed 
man and grabbed the first plane out.

The news of their de- 
fection shocked me more than anything I’ve heard in 
years. 


LAKELAND, FL: They call it Tigertown because the 
Detroit baseball team trains here during the spring, 
but the only tiger I saw was this kid in the ring who 
goes by the name of Dustin Rhodes. If the name 
sounds familiar, it should: he’s the son of three-time 
former NWA World champion Dusty Rhodes. In 
horse racing, they call that good breeding. The 
younger Rhodes is 6’5’’ and weighs 254, and he 
seems to have all the determination that made “The 
American Dream’’ a great one. Dustin, as it turns 
out, was trained by his father and even refereed a 
few matches in the NWA this past summer before 
he finally stepped into the ring. Well, all I can say is 
that there’s a lot of Dusty in Dustin. He beat Rex 
King in about three minutes and finished him off 
with a bionic elbow, his father’s favorite move. 
Dustin started on the defensive, which is something 
Dusty often does, and then came back strongly for

But Apter still hasn't for- 
gotten that night. 

“The NWA sponsored a ‘Win A 
Dream Date With The Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express’ contest, and the winners, two

lovely girls, were flown up to New 
York City with Ricky and Robert for a 
great date,” recalled Bill. “We went to 
see the Broadway show Cats, had din- 
ner at Hawaii Kai, then went dancing 
at a club. Then the NWA put the girls 
up at one of the best hotels in New 
York. We all had a great time. 


“But the one thing I remember 
most about that night was seeing a 
side of Ricky and Robert I had never 
seen before. Although I know them 
both very well, I couldn’t believe how 
indecisive they were. I said to Gibson, 
‘Where do you want to have dinner?” 
and he said, ‘I don’t care.’ Then I said 
to Morton, ‘Well, what are you in the

up once. Now, as 1989 approaches, it’s time for the Rock ’n’ 
Rolls to decide which direction they’re heading 


mood for?’ and he said ‘I don’t know.’ 
Finally, I said to them, ‘How the heck 
do you guys decide when to tag in and 
out? Ricky said, ‘I don’t know!’ 

“You know, looking back, I'm not 
surprised about what’s happened to the 
Rock ’n’ Rolls over the past year or 
so. When they left the NWA last Janu- 
ary, I said, ‘Okay, they're gone. Maybe 
they'll come back, but it doesn’t sound 
like it’ Then in June, they did come 
back. So, I figured, they're here to 
stay. But in August, I was shocked to 
find out that they had split up and 
Gibson had left the NWA. 

“So Morton calls me in mid-Septem- 
ber, and what does he say? ‘Hey Bill, 
guess what? Me and Robert are back 
together again!’ A few days later, I 
went down to Memphis. Sure enough, 
Ricky and Robert were there at an 
AWA TV taping. I said to Ricky, 
‘When are you guys gonna make up 
your minds?’ and he answered, ‘Well, 
you know us Bill, we're a couple of 
spontaneous guys. We like to do 
things on instinct.” ” 

But Morton and Gibson have no 
idea what their spontaneity, which has 
resulted in several upheavals over the 
past year, has meant to the quality of 
their team and the psyche of thou- 
sands of Rock ’n’ Roll Express fans. 
Will The Rock ’n’ Roll Express ever 
be the same again? Will their fans ever 
be the same again? 

“T just can’t take it anymore,” said 
15-year-old Barbara Kenville of Green- 
ville, South Carolina. “First they're to- 
gether, then they're apart, then they're 
together again. Then they're in the 
NWA, then they're out of the NWA, 
then they're back again, then they're 
out again. Its gotten to the point 
where I'd rather they just break up for 
good than keep playing with my 
heart.” 

And there’s every reason to believe 
that the Rock ’n’ Rolls should break 
up. 
Its been more than a year since 
Morton and Gibson lost the NWA 
World tag belts to Tully Blanchard and 
Am Anderson. That might not sound 
like a long time, but it's the longest 
the four-time World champs have gone

without a major title since they won 
the belts for the first time on July 9, 
1985. 

During their brief retum to the 
NWA, they were distant contenders for 
Tully and Am’s title. They weren’t on 
the July 10 Great American Bash card 
in Baltimore, and have received only a 
handful of title shots. In fact, they were 
getting overshadowed by a fellow rock 
‘n’ roll tag team, The Fantastics. Even 
the fans seemed to be deserting them 
en masse. 

Now that they're back in the AWA 


for the second time this year, the Ex- 
press faces a similar problem. The Top 
Guns—John Paul and Ricky Rice— 
have attracted fans much like the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls once ,did. 

Of course, the situation probably 
wouldn't have become so bad if the 
Rock 'n’ Rolls hadn't left in the first 
place. Upon their initial departure from 
the NWA, Morton and Gibson were 
the number-one contenders to Tully 
and Am’s belts. The Fantastics still 
hadn’t arrived on the scene. In fact, if 
the Rock ’n’ Rolls hadn't left, there’s a 


good chance they'd be the five-time 
champs right now! 

And what is one to make of their 
recent breakup? 

Gibson and Morton claim that they 
didn’t break up (Gibson says he nee 
ed a brief vacation). But when Gibson 
did return, why did he go to the AWA 
instead of the NWA? Perhaps Ricky 
and Robert are experiencing a prob- 
lem where they simply don’t know 
what they want to do. They can’t live 
with each other, and they can’t live 
without each other. 

Now they must do something each 
apparently finds difficult: make up their 
minds. For the good of their careers, 
for the good of the fans, and for the 
good of the game, Morton and Gibson 
must decide whether they want to stay 
together or split apart, whether they 
want to stay in the AWA or go back 
to the NWA. 


“Its hard to imagine them apart,” 
said Kenville, “but maybe it would be 
better for everyone. You know, they 
say that all good things must come to 
an end, and Ricky and Robert have 
been a great thing. But we'll always 
have fond memories of them. Even 
when they came back to the NWA, it 
wasn’t the same. They don’t seem as 
excited ut wrestling as they used 
to.” 

Morton, however, insists that isn’t 
true. 

“T love wrestling, It's my life,” he 
said. 

And Gibson says he wants to wrestle 
forever. 

“It’s the greatest sport in the world,” 
he said. 

But maybe they're better off apart. If 
not, they ought to keep quiet and get 
down to business—for the good of 
everyone. oO

Cheers for Ted DiBiase and Andre the Giant? Jeers for Hulk 
Hogan and Randy Savage? The way things are going in the WWF, 
almost anything can happen—particularly when the Megabucks 
and the Megapowers are involved! 


ED DiBIASE WAS once one 

of the most beloved wrestlers 
in the now-defunct UWF. Andre 
the Giant was once the most pop- 
ular wrestler in the world. There 
was a time, both in the WWF and 
the AWA, when fans hated Hulk 
Hogan. And as for Randy Sav- 
age, we don’t have to remind you 
about what he did to Rick Steam- 
boat and the way he treated his 
beautiful manager Elizabeth. 

Get ready folks! Before long, 
“The Million-Dollar Man’’ might be 
donating his millions to charity, 
Andre could be a gentle giant 
again, Hogan could be calling the 
Hulkamaniacs simply maniacs, 
and the “Macho Man’s” evil side, 
which we’ve seen so many times, 
could resurface with a series of 
deadly attacks on his rivals and 
evil treatment of Elizabeth. 

Because as 1988 turns to 1989, 
it’s obvious that things are chang- 
ing with the Megapowers and the 
Megabucks. So, who you'll cheer 
and who you'll boo in 1989 could 
be very different from who you've 
been cheering and booing lately. 
And while it’s unlikely that all four 
men will switch, it’s clear that the 
WWE is about to undergo some 
drastic changes. Here’s a look at 
what might happen: 

Ted DiBiase. The “Million-Dol- 
lar Man’ is frustrated by his in- 
ability to win the WWF World title 
from Randy Savage, and it looks

like he won't fare any better in the 
future. Savage recently scored 
several pinfall victories over DiBi- 
ase, and now Andre the Giant is 
getting most of the title shots. 

DiBiase is beginning to realize 
that money can’t buy everything. 
It couldn’t buy the belt, and it 
couldn’t buy a victory over the 
Megapowers at SummerSlam 88. 
DiBiase bribed special referee 
Jesse Ventura on national TV but 
“The Body” had no choice but to 
make the three-count—however 
reluctantly—that won the match 
for Hogan and Savage. 

DiBiase, however, isn’t likely to 
become a fan favorite. He’s been 
that route before in the UWF and 
was equally unsuccessful. Be- 
sides, what are the fans’ cheers’ 
worth to DiBiase? And why 
should he change his tactics? Di- 
Biase is one of the finest overall 
wrestlers in the sport, but doesn’t 
seem to have the important intan- 
gibles necessary to push him over 
the top and make him champion. 

DiBiase is rich, and he’ll remain 
rich. He also isn’t champion and 
isn’t cheered by the fans. That 
probably won’t change in 1989. 

Andre the Giant. It’s hard to 
believe that Andre was once so 
beloved, but he was. For most of 
his 17-year career, the 7'5”, 497- 
pound behemoth was the most 
popular man in the sport, a gentle

still need a healthy dose of athletic 
skill to win a bout. 


But there’s a new sideshow in 
your WWF circus. Hulk Hogan has 
begun wearing a bizarre form of 
motorcycle helmet into the ring: a 
hard plastic helmet emblazoned 
with the word “Hulkster” and 
adorned with a fist! 

While this might not sound like 
anything odd for the flamboyant 
Hogan, there's an important twist: 
“The Hulkster” uses this helmet as 
a weapon. 

You know it, you've seen it, and 
you've ignored it. 

The man who advises legions of 


a 


Hulkamaniacs to “eat your vita- 
mins, say your prayers, and be true 
to your country” is now clearly be- 
traying his own philosophy. Maybe 
Hogan ought to adopt a new creed: 
“Kids, eat your vitamins, say your 
prayers, and brutally punish an op- 
ponent with an extremely violent 
and illegal foreign object.” 

Banning the helmet would be the 
sensible step for you to make. Jn- 
side Wrestling condemns the use of 
foreign objects, no matter how pop- 
ular the man using them. 

But the fact that Hogan is argu- 
ably the most popular wrestler of 
all time will make it difficult for you

to act against him. Part of your job, 
understandably, is to give the fans 
what they want. You want Hogan 
to triumph, so you won't dare take 
away your star attraction’s tools of 
victory—however illegal those tools 
might be. 

That’s a shame. If you had the 
courage to stand up for justice rath- 
er than merely pander to the 
whims of your top star, an impor- 
tant example could be set—not 
only for the fans and the WWF, but 
for the entire wrestling world. Sad- 
ly, however, Hogan continues to 
use his helmet as a weapon, secure 
in the knowledge that you won't 
touch him, 

In the past, many wrestlers have 
been banned for illegal activities. 
Eddie Gilbert was suspended from 
the Continental area for unwarrant- 
ed violence, and Dusty Rhodes was 
suspended from the NWA for bru- 
talizing Tully Blanchard and NWA 
President Jim Crockett with a base- 
ball bat. 

Unfortunately, sanctions are the 
exception and not the rule. Federa- 
tions have traditionally avoided

Experience. While Sting contin- 
ues to. improve his scientific 
knowledge and tactical strategies, 
Windham is already an acknowl- 
edged master in both areas. 
Windham is a eight-year veteran, 
while Sting is just completing his 
third year as a pro. There isn’t a 
facet of wrestling that Windham is 
not familiar with, from planning 
match strategies to pacing himself 


for lengthy bouts. Sting seems to 
have had no game plan at all, 
figuring his natural ability should 
be enough to defeat Windham. 
Sting has been impressive, but he 
hasn’t been a winner. 

The claw. Windham has once 
again been using the favorite fin- 
ishing hold of his father, Blackjack 
Mulligan—the claw. Used early in 
Windham’s career and later aban- 
doned, the claw is a devastating 
hold that has resulted in several 
key victories for the U.S. champi- 
on. Sting has spent several min- 
utes during each match struggling 
to break free of Windham’s grip. 
Learning a counter should be a 
top priority for the challenger. 

Background. Mulligan has 
been his son’s biggest supporter 
ever since he debuted in 1980.

FTER YEARS OF dominating 
tag team wrestling, Arn Ander- 
-| son and Tully Blanchard have left The 
Four Horsemen. Will J.J. Dillon’s 
rulebreaking organization—or, for that 
matter, the NWA—ever again be the 
same? 

Anderson’s six-year NWA tenure 
featured a host of titles, all achieved 
through his shrewd blend of science 
and rulebreaking. The youngest mem- 
ber of the legendary Anderson wres- 
tling family, Arn captured the Georgia 
National tag team title with uncle Ole 
Anderson in 1985. A year later, he 
proved his skills as a singles wrestler by 
defeating Wahoo McDaniel for. the 
NWA TV title. 

But the greatest success for Ander- 
son has been as a member of Dillon’s 
ruthless Four Horsemen, formed in 
1986. Arn and Ole Anderson, Ric 
Flair, and Blanchard were the initial 
formation of the group that has pro- 
duced an unprecedented string of 
championships. 

For most of 1988, the Horsemen 
had dominated the title picture in the 
NWA, but the autumn brought winds 
of change. Stan Lane and Bobby Ea- 
ton, The Midnight Express, captured 
the NWA World tag team title from 
Anderson and Blanchard on September 
10 in Philadelphia. Immediately fol-

lowing that loss, Anderson and Blan- 
chard announced they would soon be 
wrestling in the WWF, 

Inside Wrestling Assistant Editor 
Bob Smith spoke with “The Enforcer’’ 
during a visit to Charlotte, North Car- 
olina. Anderson is a man eager to 
prove his worth among the host of 
talented grapplers currently competing 
in the WWF. 
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The challenges in the NWA 
have run out, so now I’m 
going to the WWE. There’s 
no doubt in my mind that 
I'll be successful.

Q: Arn, you’ve enjoyed a tremendous 
career in the NWA, but now 
you’ve decided to leave it all be- 
hind and enter the WWF. It must 
be a bittersweet feeling to leave the 
federation where you and the other 
Horsemen have been so dominant 
for the past three years. 


A: Well, Bob, to be honest with you, 
I came into the NWA as a virtual 
unknown. I more or less had no 
reputation, other than my family 
name. Anything I achieved I man- 
aged to do on my own. I can’t 
deny that the NWA had some in- 
credible competition during my 
years there. They’ve had some of 
the finest athletes ever to put on a 
pair of wrestling tights, and I feel 
like I rank right at the top with the 
best of them. But right now, I feel 
like I’ve peaked there. The chal- 
lenges in the NWA have run out, 
so now I’m going to the WWE. 
There is no doubt in my mind that 
T'll be every bit as successful in the 
future as I have been in the past. 

Q: You’re leaving the NWA on a sour 
note, however. When you and 
Tully lost the NWA World tag 
team title to The Midnight Express 
September 10 at the Philadelphia 
Civic Center, it had to be one of 
the most incredible upsets of the 
year. 

A: It was incredible. You know, it 
seems like everybody in this coun- 
try, whether consciously or subcon- 
sciously, always pulls for the un- 
derdog. Rest assured that anytime 
The Midnight Express wrestled 
Tully and myself they were clearly

[Blanchard] and myself.

the underdogs. I think even the ref- 
eree, Tommy Young, was pulling 
for [Stan] Lane and [Bobby] Ea- 
ton. Then, when that double-pin 
came about, with Tully on top of 
Lane, and Eaton illegally pinning 
me, it never occurred to Young 
that I wasn’t the legal man in the 
Ting at the time. The entire situa- 
tion was not only dishonest, but it 
was clear favoritism for those guys. 
[Jim] Cornette is probably very 
happy right now. 

: One man who isn’t very happy is 
J.J. Dillon, your former manager 
in The Four Horsemen. With 
Dilion’s business acumen and the 
talents of yourself, Tully, Ric Flair, 
and Barry Windham, the Horse- 
men were the most successful orga- 
nization in wrestling, both profes- 
sionally and financially. There’s 
never been anything quite like it. 

A: True. The Four Horsemen were 

comprised of the absolute elite in 
this sport. The thing that made us 
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so unique is that we also had the 

four most intelligent competitors in 

wrestling all in one place. We 
didn’t need a manager to do our 
talking for us. 

You didn’t? It seems like Dillon 

did quite a /ot of talking for every- 

one who’s ever been a Horseman. 

A: Well, J.J. did express some of our 
views from time to time, but main- 
ly his function was to handle our 
finanical matters. First and fore- 
most, the Horsemen were wrestlers. 
We were great singles wrestlers, 
and we were great in any tag team, 
six-man, or eight-man formation. 
What made us so unique is that we 
didn’t depend on a manager to do 
our thinking for us. 

Q: Did your decision to leave create 
any bad feelings among J.J., Bar- 
ty, or Ric? 

A: Tully and I haven’t created any 
animosity that I know of. 

Q: Perhaps. But we’ve gotten word 
that Flair was quite upset when he 
found out you were leaving. 

A: Of course he was. Ric is really up- 
set to the point of being sick about 
it, and we’re sorry that we have to 
part with him, too. Ric and I are 
family, we’re best friends, and

we're partners. Anytime you lose a 
situation like that, it’s a little de- 
pressing. It’s the hardest thing I’ve 
ever had to do. But on the other 
hand, it’s been the easiest thing 
T’ve ever had to do. Tully and I 
are seeking new horizons now. You 
have to broaden your career, and 
when you do that you have to 
leave people behind—even if it’s 
only for a short time—that you 
really don’t want to. 

: A lot of the fans don’t know how 
to react to all this. I mean, the 
Horsemen, whether you loved or 
hated them, were without rivals in 
winning championships. 

: That’s true. The Four Horsemen 
were a dynasty, but it’s all over 
now. It was the kind of thing that 
can never be recaptured again, I 
think. But the names Flair, Ander- 
son, and Blanchard will always be 
on top of the heap, and you can 
count on that.

ation calls for it.”’ 

Lawler and Von Erich have seen 
the need to do just that on several 
occasions, and they've managed to 
demolish the rugged team of 
Landell and Rich. Fans in Memphis 
were excited about the prospect of 
seeing these two stars become a 
regular tag team. 

Instead, Lawler and Von Erich 
looked like anything but teammates 
when they squared off in a title 
unification match September 19 in 
Memphis. Both men were disquali- 
fied when they punched referee 
Jerry Calhoun, which led to a host 
of wrestlers storming the ring to try 
to keep peace. 

Fearing more incidents of this 
kind, officials of the AWA, the 
CWA, and World Class announced 
that Lawler and Von Erich would 
meet in the main event of 
SuperClash II1 December 13 at the 
UIC Pavilion in Chicago. According 
to the rules of this special bout, 
there must be a winner. When this 
match was announced at a press 
conference, both men were eager 
to sign the contract. 

With this highly anticipated 
match looming on the horizon, the 
possibility of Lawler and Von Erich 
teaming up again seems remote at 
best. 

“V’ve always said that Lawler is 
one of the best wrestlers going,’’ 
said Von Erich. ‘‘He’s made a fine 
partner, but he’s got something | 
want—that AWA World title. Now 
I've got the chance to merge my 
belt with his, and | owe it to all my 
fans in World Class to take it from 
him.” 

“Team with Von Erich?’’ Lawler 
responded. ‘‘Now? | can’t even 
think about that! He thinks the 
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Lawler is ready to jump into the action as 
Von Erich scuffles with Rich (above). “The 
King” piledrives “‘The Modern-Day Warrior” 
(below). 


World Class belt is the equal of the 
World title, and it’s up to me to 
make him see the error of his ways. 
There are more than titles at stake 
here. It’s time to put friendships 
aside. May the best man win.”” 

The Von Erich-Lawler tag team 
has the potential of being the best 
pairing the sport has seen this year. 
During the times they have teamed 
up, they've shown they could reach 
the heights of wrestling if they 
chose to do so. Instead, they've 
chosen to fight each other for the 
chance of adding to their already- 
impressive legends. 

SuperClash II] may prove to be 
the most important event in the ca- 
reers of both men. The winner will 
become one of the few double- 
champions in wrestling history. The 
loser will give more than just his 
belt.

YEAR AGO, it looked like he’d 

never be back in the ring. But 
now, thanks to the money and influ- 
ence of AWA manager Diamond Dal- 
las Page, South African madman Col. 
DeBeers has returned. And he’s up to 
his old tricks again. 

On a recent AWA card in Memphis, 
The Rock ’n’ Roll Express and Sgt. 
Slaughter wrestled DeBeers, Teijho 
Khan, and Soldat Ustinov. DeBeers, 
afraid to square off against Slaughter, 
walked away from the ring halfway 
through the match, While the Express 
and Slaughter were being interviewed 
after their victory in the bout, Khan 
and Ustinov dared Rick Morton and 
Robert Gibson to return to the ring. 
When they did, DeBeers blindsided 
Slaughter and piledrived him on the 
concrete floor. The Express came to 
Slaughter’s rescue, but it was too late: 
Slaughter had to be carried away on a 
stretcher and hospitalized with a possi- 
ble concussion. 

This type of behavior should come as 
no surprise to longtime observers of De- 
Beers. Last year, DeBeers nearly killed 
Jimmy Snuka in a racially motivated 
attack—by piledriving him on a cement 
floor. Snuka, currently wrestling in Ja- 
pan, is reportedly on his way back to 
the AWA to challenge DeBeers. 

Slaughter, meanwhile, has vowed re- 
venge against the South African mad- 
man for the Memphis attack. The two 
were scheduled to meet at SuperClash 
IIT on December 13 in Chicago. 

Although ESPN has prohibited De- 
Beers from issuing any of his racial 
slurs on television, Inside Wrestling de- 
cided to give the outspoken bigot an 
opportunity to voice his differences 
with Slaughter ... “One on One.” 
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“You don’t even have the guts to meet me 
. face to face! DeBeers, you're not only a 
racist, you're a coward!”

giant loved by kids and admired 
by adults. And he had many 
friends, including—after a brief 
feud—Hulk Hogan. 

Now Andre is hated by the 
fans. He sold his soul to Ted DiBi- 
ase and got little in return. He’s 
managed by Bobby Heenan—a 
man he once despised. And as 
Andre’s career draws to a sad 
close, he’s still without the World 
title he so desires. And without 
friends. Andre the Giant is a very 
unhappy man. 

Andre’s seen the way DiBiase 
and Heenan do things. Andre has 
always been known as a man 
who is willing to fight for what he 
wants; DiBiase and Heenan are 
always taking shortcuts. He was 
disgusted by their behavior toward 
Elizabeth at SummerSlam. Andre 
knows how to have a good time, 
but he also knows how to do his 
job. 

He’s been on the dark side for 
too long. By WrestleMania V, An- 
dre the Giant will be back in our 
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hearts. And there'll be a smile on 
his face—a real smile, not the de- 
vious one he so often displays 
now. 

Randy Savage. The past year 
was a fluke. Don’t be fooled: the 
“Macho Man” is a vicious crimi- 


nal with no regard for human life. 
His only concern is himself. Even 
his supposed love for Elizabeth is 
a fraud. He keeps her on a chain 
like an animal and won’t let any 
other man go near her. Didn’t ev- 
erybody see the look on Savage’s 


face when Hogan hugged Eliza- 
beth after the SummerSlam main 
event? 

He nearly killed Rick Steamboat 
with the timekeeper’s bell two 
years ago, and then tried to do it 
again at WrestleMania Ill. And 
Steamboat isn’t the only one. 
Savage tried to maim George 
“The Animal’ Steele for getting 
too close to his manager. 

Now Hogan is getting too close 
to Elizabeth. Savage feels threat- 
ened, and when that happens 
he’s likely to react violently. It’s 
only a matter of time: soon, you'll 
be wondering how you ever 
cheered this uncontrollable 
madman. 

Hulk Hogan. Let’s face it: is 
there anything Hogan could do 
that would make you hate him? 
He'd probably have to attack a 
young fan or hit Elizabeth, and 
that isn’t going to happen. 

Not that Hogan is such a nice 
guy. The bad Hogan was clearly 
evident during the early 1980s. 
But back then, Hogan wasn’t re- 
ceiving millions of dollars in en- 
dorsements. His face wasn’t on 
billboards and advertisements 
across the country. People 
weren’t wearing Hulk Hogan tear- 
away T-shirts and eating Hulk Ho- 
gan ice cream bars. 

It’s all a matter of practicality. 
Hogan would never do anything 
to hurt his precious image. As a 
rulebreaker, Hogan would be 
worthless. Nobody would wear his 
T-shirts or buy his dolls, and ad- 
vertisers would avoid him like a 
plague. Madison Avenue doesn’t 
want a hated man endorsing its 
products. 

Hogan knows this. And he also 
knows that he doesn’t have to be- 
come a rulebreaker to get a shot 
at Savage's title. If he waits long 
enough, Savage will become a 
rulebreaker.

Piper wanted fans to realize he 
deserved their respect despite his 
rulebreaking past. Both men suc- 
ceeded. This editor must dis- 
agree: Roddy Piper couldn’t care 
less what anyone thought of him. 
But thanks anyway, Dwayne. 
Writing from Stoughton, Massa- 
chusetts, Vin Carolan selects a 
lighthearted moment as his great- 
est ever: The greatest moment 
was when the “real” Nikita Koloff 
gave a long deserved Russian 
sickle to that biased, illiterate idiot, 
David Crockett, during a televised 
interview. \f ever a moment bore 


repeating again and again ... 

The winning entry was chosen 
partly because of Romeyn E. 
Tobin's acknowledgment of the 
difficulty involved in selecting the 
greatest moment in wrestling 
history. 

It's almost impossible to choose 
a single greatest moment from a 
sport that’s had so many. One 
outstanding event comes to mind. 
The date was April 30, 1977, and 
the place was the Baltimore Civic 
Center. The event, of course, was 
the WWF championship victory of 
Superstar Billy Graham over the 
legendary Bruno Sammartino. 
This would be the sixth WWF title

change, and perhaps the most 
important. 

Graham’s win was very signifi- 
cant for several reasons. There’s 
no doubt that Graham’s victory 
over Sammartino all but ended 
the career of “The Living Leg- 
end.” Graham was able to suc- 
ceed where countless others had 
failed, Beating Bruno was no easy 
task. Graham himself had fallen 
short in many previous 
campaigns. 

Graham knew that any pre- 
match psychology of which he 
was so talented would be ineffec- 
tive against a veteran like Sam- 
martino, so he relied on his tal- 
ents inside the ring—not a poor 
choice considering his vast reper- 
toire of skills and tricks. As ex- 
pected, Graham took a severe 
beating. But after a whirlwind of 
brilliantly executed (and a few of 
them quite questionable) maneu- 
vers, Graham took the victory and 
the title. 

Though Sammartino challenged 
Graham to a series of rematches, 
including a violent encounter in a 
steel cage, he was unable to win 
his title back. The crafty champ 
outsmarted Bruno time after time. 

In addition to heralding the be- 
ginning of a new era, Graham's 
triumph was important because of 
the changes the new champion 
would soon instill in the sport. In 
matters of conditioning and fash- 
ion, Graham was years ahead of 
his time. | have yet to see a pair 
of arms (Hulk Hogan’s included) 
as powerful as Graham’s were in 
his prime. An interview session 
with Graham was a work of art. 
Additionally, men like Lex Luger, 
Sting, Ultimate Warrior, and The 
Road Warriors were inspired by 
the Superstar. 

Graham was a great wrestler 
and remains an inspiration to all 
who meet him. Don’t ever forget 
the great moment that elevated 
him to excellence. It marked the 
end of a legend, but the start of 
something truly great. oO

of which used to be W 
for advice. 

Size. Sting, a solid 260-pound- 
er, has had a great deal of trouble 
getting Windham’s lanky 6'5”, 
263-pound frame off the mat with 
the same maneuvers that have 
worked well against most other 
opponents. “I keep forgetting he’s 
such a humongous dude,” Sting 
said after a recent bout. ‘Most 
guys crumble to the canvas after | 
give ‘em the splash in the corner, 
but Windham is just so damn big 
he can almost shrug it off.” 

The fans. Sting thrives on 
hearing the cheers of the fans, 
but Windham uses those same 
cheers to psych himself up. “I 
love it when they go crazy for

laughed Windham. “They should 
be cheering me, and | use my 
anger as a weapon. I’m very hard 
to stop when | get riled up.” Sting 
has to understand the psychologi- 
cal forces at work in the fans’ 
cheers—and use them to his own 
advantage. 

Management. Windham can 
depend on J.J. Dillon to watch his 
back when he gets in trouble. 
U.S. title matches often end up 
with Windham, Dillon, and even 
Flair ganging up on Sting, who 
then must fight just to survive. 
Sting ought to think about getting 
a manager of his own to counter 
such interference—or find another 
way to neutralize Dillon and his 
henchmen. 

Science. Although he now is a 
tulebreaker, Windham is a master 
of virtually every hold known to 
man. The champion is able to un- 
leash a brilliant maneuver in the 
middle of a brawl, something 
Sting has yet to learn how to do. 

Emotion. Sting appears highly 
susceptible to mood swings dur- 
ing matches. Windham is one of 
the coolest competitors in the 
game, able to keep his wits about 
him even when the going gets 
rugged. Consistency counts for a 
lot in wrestling! 

Stamina. While both of these 
men are superb physical speci- 
mens, Windham could wrestle for 
hours if the situation demanded 
it—and has proven it by going to 
a host of time-limit draws during 
his career. Sting polishes off most 
opponents in just a few minutes, 
and his staying power is largely 
unproven. 

The officials. When Sting 
wrestles, his only goal is to demol- 
ish Windham. The champion, on 
the other hand, is usually working 
on the referee, trying to gain an 
advantage in any way possible. 
Windham has established himself 
as one of the best referee-baiters 
in the sport, and has outsmarted 
Sting this way on many 
occasions. Oo

handing out suspensions. More of- 
ten than not, officials will look the 
other way rather than suspend a 
wrestler who brings fans to the 
arena. 

In the Hogan case, a ban is clear- 
ly.in order. 

You officials ought to know as 
well as anybody that a ban is not 
unprecedented in the WWF. In 
1977, Ken Patera, then the most 
vicious of rulebreakers, was banned 
for nearly crippling an opponent 
with his swinging neckbreaker. Af- 
ter serving several weeks of the 
suspension, Patera paid a $5,000 
fine and was allowed to return. 

But Hogan is not a hated rule- 
breaker, and that makes ae 
him much more difficult. The fans 
want to see Hogan wrestle, and 
they want to see him win. Taking 
away his helmet might endanger 
his ability to do both. 

It's a touchy situation. Rarely has 
a man who breaks the rules so bla- 
tantly been so enormously popular. 
But for WWF fans, Hogan can do 


no wrong. In a recent match 
against Bad News Brown, for exam- 
ple, the crowd roared its approval 
as Hogan first knocked out Brown 
with the helmet, then pinned him. 
Any other wrestler would have 
been instantly disqualified, but Ho- 
gan is an exception. 

There's every reason to believe 
that Hogan, knowing you will nev- 
er punish him, will continue to use 
his helmet whenever the referee's 
back is turned, This creates an un- 
usual situation: a fan favorite who is 
the most blatant rulebreaker in the 
sport. But as long as Hogan stays 
popular (there's little chance of that 
changing in the future), and as long 
as you Officials refuse to take a 
stand for justice (there's little chance 
of this happening, either), Hogan 
will have the best of both worlds. 

If you find yourselves unable to 
suspend Hogan, you should at least 
take a secondary stand and ban the 
helmet. Hogan's helmet can fall into 
the hands of his opponents, creating 
an even more dangerous situation. 
On one notable occasion, the hel- 
met was intercepted by Virgil, who 
aimed the helmet’s fist at the re- 
strained “Hulkster.” Hogan ducked 
and the helmet punched Ted DiBi- 
ase instead. The foreign object had 
decided yet another match. 

No referee is able to witness ev- 
ery incident of rulebreaking. That's 
an unfortunate ring reality. When a 
referee's back is turned, even a fan 
favorite will resort to kicking, 
punching—or grabbing for his mo- 
torcycle helmet. ~ 

It's time, WWF officials, for you 
to step in. Reviewing Hogan's 
matches is a good first step. Ban- 
ning the helmet is the least you can 
do. 

But if Hogan continues his ten- 
dency toward such extreme rule- 
breaking, it may require some guts 
on your part: a total ban of Hulk 
Hogan would be the logical next 
step. 

That’s why you must act now! 
Ban the helmet—before it's too 
late.
